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The Board of Managers present the sixth annual report of this Exchange, 
and have pleasure in expressing the belief that during the past year the useful- 
ness of the institution and the efficiency of its workings have been fully main- 
tained. | 
The original object of the Exchange in providing for the prompt collection, 
recording and distribution of all maritime information; supplying reporting 
agencies at prominent stations, and establishing an association of those specially 
interested in maritime and commercial affairs for the protection of mutual interest, 
adjustment of differences and correction of abuses, has been constantly kept in 
view; while, as opportunities have offered, subjects of a more general character, 
connected with the welfare and improvement of the commerce of the country, 
and specially of this port, have claimed the attention and received the support 
of this Exchange. 


Among those 


GENERAL SUBJECTS, 


One of the most important has been the consideration of the present depressed 
state of the shipowning interests of the United States, and the best measures for 
bringing about a revival of this valuable branch of our commerce. ‘To take 
part in this inquiry, the Exchange sent to the convention of shipping and com- 
mercial organizations held at Boston, a representative delegation, and although 
so far no great results have been accomplished, it is believed that the full and 
fair discussion of this matter cannot but lead to the adoption of such a policy 
as will develop the shipping interests of this country in some measure relative 
(5) 
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to the rapid progress of the other great branches of inland transportation, com- 
merce, manufactures, and agriculture. 

The Exchange was also represented at the convention held at Washington, 
D. C., on the question of a national bankrupt law. ‘The president of this 
Exchange, having been appointed ea-officio an honorary member of the Average 
Adjusters Association, has taken part in the consultations of that body. 

Nhe great evils connected with the shipping of seamen, especially through 
the enforcement of advance wages, have claimed the attention of the Exchange, 
and it is hoped that such legislation will be obtained as will put an end to the 
robbery and demoralization of sailors, and effect their release from the bondage 
which the present system entails upon them. 

The improvement of the pilotage of the Delaware river and bay has 
received much consideration, and to place it on a fair basis, so as to secure a 
more efficient service on fair terms of remuneration, a bill has been, through the 
efforts of this Exchange, introduced into the legislature at Harrisburg, which, 
it is hoped, will become a law at this session. ‘To this end the Exchange has 
sent frequent deputations to Harrisburg, and will continue to use all its influence 
to effect this much-needed reform. 

A pilotage bill passed by the State of Delaware, with some most unjust and 
injurious provisions, was opposed by the Exchange, in conjunction with the Port 
Wardens and other organizations, but the efforts to have the bill set aside were 
unsuccessful, and probably relief will have to be sought from the law courts or 
from the national Congress. 

The Exchange has taken an active interest, in association with City Coun- 
cils, and other commercial organizations, in obtaining the needed appropriations 
for the improvement of navigation and removal of obstructions in the rivers 
Delaware and Schuylkill, and in the Delaware Bay, as well as in securing the 
proper lighting of the harbor and bay. 


The Exchange participated in the delegation to Washington, whose efforts 
. resulted in a fair recognition from government of the claims of this port, and 
several important works are now in progress. So far as lighting is concerned, 
it is gratifying to report that this bay and river are now as well lighted as any 
other harbor in the world. For this the Exchange feels largely indebted to the 
active co-operation of Commander White, formerly Light-house Inspector of 
this district, and his removal to another position is followed by our best wishes. 
We hope to find in his successor, Commander Rodgers, the same kind and 
interested co-operation. 

Along with the Board of Trade, and Commercial Exchange, this Exchange 
has, in accordance with the ordinance of City Councils, made nominations to 
_ vacancies in the Board of Port Wardens, and has used its influence in favor of 
a proposal made by that body for an annual appropriation by City Councils for 
the deepening of docks on the city front. 
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A new Grain Charter-party has been approved by this Exchange, which it 
is believed will be found to be equitable to all interests concerned. 

The opening of a new Grain Export Elevator, with large capacity, at Port 
Richmond, adds greatly to the facilities of the Port for the handling of grain, 
and while we regret the unfortunate loss of the Girard Point Elevator, its place 
will soon be filled by a new elevator of larger dimensions and capacity for 
working. 

With the Signal Service of the United States the Exchange continues to 
maintain intimate relations, and they have every reason to expect the same kindly 
co-operation in the work of the Exchange from General Hazen, now Chief Signal 
Officer, which we enjoyed under his distinguished predecessor, the late General 
Meyer. 

The news room has been maintained in efficiency, and is supplied with all 
necessary telegraphic and telephonic connections, and the Philadelphia Telegraph 
Company's market reports and general news are displayed as received. 


NEW OBSERVATORY. 


In order to improve the reporting of vessels entering and sailing from the 
‘Delaware, the Exchange has erected at Cape Henlopen, on land deeded to them 
by the State of Delaware, in close proximity to the light-house, a substantial 
observing station, from which the best view can be had of approaching vessels, 
the arrival of which is instantly communicated by means of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. At this station the Exchange maintains a reporter and 
telegraph operator, and it is intended to signal vessels from this point both by 
day and night. 

From the Delaware Breakwater communication is made through the United 
States Signal Office to our rooms, and reporting agencies are maintained at 
Lewes, Del., and Cape May. At New Castle, Del., office an additional reporter 
has been placed, chiefly to improve the reporting of coastwise vessels, and this 
has been found to work well. During the Quarantine season, the Lazaretto is 
connected by telegraph with our rooms, and regular reports received. Reports 
are received from Chester, Delaware City and other points on the river and bay. 

Arrangements have also been made with the Gity Ice Boats to furnish them ~ 
with the movements of the City Ice Boats when in commission, and for this 
reciprocal information is obtained. 

The business of the port has shown a satisfactory progress, and while grain 
exports have been slightly diminished, it is hoped that the present depression 
in this branch of trade, which is general at all the ports, will be temporary 
and followed by activity, calling into full use the increasing facilities of this 
port.

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NEW PHILADELPHIA PILOTAGE LAW. 


feet ets 


SECTION if Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, and it ts hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same; That from and after the passage of this act, in lieu of 
the compensation now allowed to pilots for conducting a vessel from the city of 
Philadelphia to the Capes of the Delaware the rates of pilotage shall be for every 
half foot of water which a vessel shall draw, the sum of one dollar and fifty cents, 
and for conducting a vessel from the Capes of the Delaware to the city of Phila- 
delphia, the rates of pilotage shall be, for every half foot of water which a vessel 
shall draw under, up to and including twelve (12) feet, the sum of one dollar and 
eighty-seven cents per half foot, and for every vessel drawing over twelve feet the 
sum of two dollars and eight cents for every half foot of water. 


Section 2. An increase of ten per centum from the rates mentioned in section 
one shall be paid to the pilot whenever he shall speak a vessel at any point east of 
the Five Fathom Bank Light-ship, or north of Hereford Inlet Light-house, or 
south of Fenwick’s Island Light-house. 


Section 3. A deduction of ten per centum from the rates mentioned in section 
one shall be made when a vessel is first spoken by the pilot inside of a straight 
line drawn from Cape May Light to Cape Henlopen Light, but the vessel shall in 
every such case be exempt from the duty of taking a pilot on her voyage inward 
to the port of Philadelphia, and the vessel as well as her master, owner, agent, or 
consignee, shall be exempt from the duty of paying pilotage or half pilotage or 
any penalty whatsoever in case of her neglect or refusal so to do. 


Section 4. From and after the passage of this act no additional charges shal] 
be made for winter pilotage. 


Section 5. A vessel calling at the Delaware Breakwater for orders, and 
afterwards proceeding to a port of discharge other than Philadelphia, shall, if such 
vessel take a pilot, be charged for pilotage into Breakwater and-out again to sea, a 
total for such services equal to one-half the inward pilotage of the said vessel, as 
already provided, had such vessel proceeded to Philapelphia, but nothing in this 
section shall be construed so as to interfere with the detention charge three dollars 
per day as heretofore provided by law. 


Section 6. Any American vessel carrying not less than her registered tonnage 
of Pennsylvania coal; whether with or without other cargo, shall be exempt from 
the duty of taking a pilot, and the vessel, as well as her master, owner, agent, or 
consignee, shall be exempt from the duty of paying pilotage or half pilotage, or 
any penalty whatever, in case of her neglect or refusal so to do. 


Section 7. That all laws or parts of laws heretofore passed inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

PHILADELPHIA Vf ARITIME EXCHANGE 


It is gratifying to the Board of Managers, in presenting the annual report, 
to be able to record a continued and increasing interest in the objects of the 
institution. ‘The Exchange has now completed the fifth year of its existence, 
and its value to the maritime and commercial interests of Philadelphia has been 
abundantly shown in the results already accomplished through its instrument- 
ality, while experience is constantly opening up new opportunities of usefulness, 
which it has been the aim of this Board, as it will be undoubtedly of its suc- 
cessor in office, as much as possible to develop. 

Only a brief statement is necessary of the work of the Exchange. 


THE NEWS-ROOM 


Is supplied with all maritime newspapers and publications, as well as with 
others of more general interest, while every effort is made for the prompt display 
_and record of information from all quarters of the globe regarding maritime and 
commercial affairs. 

The Western Union, Atlantic and Pacific, and American Union Telegraph 
Companies have each offices in the room, and the Quarantine Station is also 
connected with it by direct wire. A telephone in the room gives members the 
opportunity of communicating with the Bell Telephone Exchange, and the in- 
struments of the Philadelphia Local Telegraph Company furnish market reports 
and general news for the use of the Exchange. 


THE UNITED STATES SIGNAL SERVICE, 


Largely through the exertions of this Exchange, has established a first-class 
signal-station on the Delaware Breakwater, which, it is hoped, may prove of 
much value to maritime interests. The local department of this service con- 
tinues under the supervision of our Meterological Committee, and, as its office 
is in close proximity to our rooms and connected with them by telegraphic 
signal, all news received by the Signal Service is instantly communicated to 
and displayed in our rooms. |

REPORTING AGENCIES 


Are maintained at Delaware Breakwater, Lewes, Del., Newcastle, 
Del., Cape May, and other points, and arrangements are now being per- 
fected, which, it is believed, will greatly add to the efficiency of this depart- 
ment of our work. During the existence of Quarantine regular telegraphic 
reports. are received from the Lazaretto of all vessels passing that station or 


detained there. 


GENERAL SUBJECTS. 


In connection with the Board of Port Wardens efforts have been made for 
the improvement of our Pilot service, and this important subject has largely 
engaged the attention of the Board. 

Along with the Board of Trade and the Commercial Exchange, this 
Board, in accordance with the ordinance of City Councils, has made nominations 
for the Board of Port Wardens, which, it is hoped, will secure a better repre- 
sentation of the maritime and commercial interests in that body. 

This Board has also directly, as well as in association with other business 
organizations, used its influence in behalf of legislation for the advancement of 
commerce, and especially by memorials to Congress and delegations to Wash- 
ington, &c., to bring before the authorities the requirements of this port, in the 
removal of obstructions and improvement of navigation in the rivers Delaware 
and Schuylkill and in the Delaware Bay. These efforts have been largely 
successful and should encourage continued application, until the wants of our 
largely-increased and still-increasing commerce are fully supplied. 

As full statistics will accompany the publication of this report it 1s unne- 
cessary to do more than allude generally to the continued advance in the busi- 
ness of this port.

With a like increase in nearly all articles of commerce, and with a much more 
largely-increased ratio of improvement in 1880, promising this year greatly 
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higher results, it is evident that the construction of suitable wharves and of the 
most approved facilities for the handling of this vast commerce, as well as the 
securing of a deep and uninterrupted channel to all parts of our harbor, are 
matters of the utmost importance and demand the most active interest of our 
Exchange. The Board has therefore urged these improvements with all its 
power and influence, and is gratified to note the efforts being made by the 
railroad companies and others to meet these wants, especially by the erection 
of a grain elevator, new wharves, &c., on the part of the Reading Railroad and 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The treasurers’ report, appended hereto, shows a balance of $160.68 at the 
close of the fiscal year. This result has only been made by the most rigid 
economy, and it is hoped that, by an increase in the number of our membership, 
funds may be secured for extending the work of our Exchange. 

In conclusion, the Board desires to record its sense of the value of the 
services of three gentlemen who were among its most active members, but who 
have removed from business in this city: Mr. Wm. G. Boulton, former vice- 
president; Mr. Geo. W. Griffin, and Mr. H. L. Gregg. Mr. Philip Fitzpatrick 
was elected vice-president and Mr. P. A. Decan and Mr. John H. Catherwood 
were elected members of the Board, to fill the vacancies created.

PHILADELPHIA | ARITIME K XCHANGE. 


The Board of Managers, in making their annual report, do not think at 
necessary to recapitulate at any length the specific work which has oecupied 
their attention during the year, and would simply state that their aim has been 
to use the funds entrusted to them with rigid care and economy, in obtaining, 
disseminating, and recording, such information as should be of value to the com- 
merce of Philadelphia and useful to the members of this organization. 

They have also endeavored to watch all public matters connected with the 
Port; and have exerted their influence in subjects in which maritime and com- 
mercial interests were involved, keeping always in view the development of the 
trade of Philadelphia and the improvement of its facilities for business. 


THE NEWS ROOM 


Has been re-arranged and re-painted and affords a pleasant and attractive place 
of meeting for the transaction of business, and for the display of news of general 
interest, as well as of information more particularly appertaining to commercial 
and maritime affairs. The Managers are of opinion that the regular attendance 
of the members in the rooms would be found interesting to themselves, and 
might be the means of leading to increased activity in the trade of Philadelphia 
by bringing together the different commercial interests and, by the interchange 
of views, securing combined action for the general benefit. The rooms are con- 
nected by direct telegraph wire with the Quarantine Station, and by telephone 
with the Bell Telephone Exchange. They are also supplied with the instru- 
ments of the Philadelphia Local Telegraph Co., furnishing market reports and 
general news for the information of members. 


REPORTING AGENCIES 


Have been maintained at Delaware Breakwater, Lewes, Delaware, and 
New Castle, Delaware, and arrangements made with Cape May and other 
prominent places on the coast for the prompt transmission to the Exchange of 
all marine news. In this connection it may be stated that a circular has been 
prepared and distributed to all parts of the world, calling attention to these re- 
porting points and asking the codperation of shipmasters by the display of their 
signals for the prompt and correct report of their vessels to the office of the 
Exchange, at Philadelphia, and thence to all other points. 
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THE U. S. SIGNAL SERVICE 


Has continued its correspondence with the Meteorological Committee of the 
Exchange and furnishes to the rooms much valuable information on maritime 
affairs. The local depirtment of this service is still under the supervision of 
our committee. The establishment of a first-class station of the Signal Service 
at the Delaware Breakwater will, it is hoped, be soon carried out and will afford 
a valuable addition to the maritime interests of the Delaware River and Bay. 


GENERAL SUBJECTS. 


Tt is gratifying to the Board of Managers to call attention to the remark- 
alle inerease of the business of this Port shown in the accompanying tables of 
statistics. The following instances of this increase may be given : 

For the year ending 30th April, 1879, the Customs revenue of Philadelphia 
amounted to $8,582,229.47; against $6,574,833.64 in the corresponding period 
of last year.

To accommo- 
date this enormous business, increased elevating and terminal facilities are 
urgently demanded, and the building of grain elevators, in connection with the 
different railroads, will be a great benefit to our commerce, since, with the large 
amount of steam tonnage seeking employment, this business seems to be limited 
only by our facilities.

The importance of the CoAL business scarcely needs to be alluded to: the 
shipments for 1878, foreign and coastwise, having reached a total of 2,648,837 
tons, which this year will, in all probability, be much exceeded. 

These results, so gratifying, should point to a great future in our port, 
which it will be the business of our Exchange to develope. 

In connection with other Commercial organizations, this Exchange has 
used its best efforts to obtain from Congress the legislation required for the im- 
provement of the navigation of the Delaware River and Bay and for the removal 
of obstructions. They have met with some measure of success, but renewed 
efforts will be required, at the next session, so that this port may receive a fair 
share of the national appropriations to these objects. 

In the State Legislature, as well as in our Municipal bodies, the Exchange 
has also exerted its influence in behalf of improvements which it is believed will 
be found, in their carrying out, most beneficial to the business interests of this 
city. 

The Treasurer’s report shows a credit, at the end of the fiscal year, of 
$141.10. 

Again commending our Exchange to the liberal support of all interested 
in the business of Philadelphia and its future development, this brief Report 
is respectfully submitted.
